Town Councillor Martin 
Mazza regrets he let his 
emotions get the better of 

He will apologize to Lord 
Mayor Dave Eke for refusing 
to address him by his prop¬ 
er title at last week's com¬ 
mittee meeting, he said. 

But the mayor is out of 
town this week at meetings 
for the Association of 
Municipalities of Ontario, 
and Mazza won't be able to 
apologize publicly until next 
Monday's council meet¬ 
ing—a full two weeks after 
he made what he referred to 
as an error in judgement. 

So he is letting residents 
know now that he is sorry 
for demonstrating a lack of 
respect to the Lord Mayor 
by addressing him as 'Mr. 
Mayor,' rather than his 
proper title.

"Tmapologizingbecause 
I have an obligation to rep¬ 
resent my position, and 
part of my responsibility is 
to show respect to fellow 
councillors and the chair. I 
let myself down, I let coun¬ 
cil down and I let the resi¬ 
dents down. For that I'm 
sorry. I let my emotions get 
the better of me, and I 
shouldn't have," said 


ing in the week leading up 
to the Aug. 13 committee 
meeting, he said. He had 
sent around an email with 
a report about a July town 
hall meeting he held at the 
library, a report he had 
hoped to give verbally at 
council. But it was decided 
that he didn't mention his 
report during the appropri¬ 
ate time during the meet¬ 
ing, so he was advised to 
send it by email instead. 

It was an "unfiltered" 
report, and some of the 


things he said, in passing 
along comments from resi¬ 
dents who had attended, 
angered other councillors. 

Although there were 
some emails in response, 
none of the councillors 
approached him directly, 
said Mazza. 

"The silence was deaf¬ 
ening." 

He was prepared for 
criticism, although he says 
now he wishes it hadn't 
taken up valuable time that 
could have been used to 
discuss important issues, 
such as the jet boat lease 
renewal or the future of the 
former community centre, 
both of which were on the 
agenda and were dis- 

"Those issues should 
have been front and centre, 
not personalities." 

If there is any good to 
come of that meeting— 
both the rebuke from other 


councillors and his lapse in 
judgement when he refused 
to call the Lord Mayor by 
his proper title—it is that 
hopefully, after his public 
apology next week, the 
issue can be put behind 
them and they can move 
on, he said. 

Mazza described "a 
communication break¬ 
down" between the two 
politicians, stemming from 
some past issues, but said 
he should not have made it 
personal or public. 

"We have two years left 
of this council, and as a 
group we can still do a lot 
of good in the next two 
years. But if we continue on 
a path of anger, hostility 
and lack of respect to each 
other, no good will come of 
it. That would be a waste of 
everybody's time. On 
Monday I will gladly apolo¬ 
gize with the goal of mak¬ 
ing this council better." 


After three councillors 
had spent some time chas¬ 
tising Mazza both for the 
content of his emailed 
report, and his disrespect 
to the Lord Mayor, the 
meeting was cut short when 
the 11 p.m. curfew was 
reached. 

There was some brief 
discussion about whether 
other councillors would 
want to have their say at 
this Monday's council 
meeting, and whether a 
solution would be sought. 

"Perhaps an apology 
can be the solution. If not, I 
hope they will let me know, 
to see what else can be 
done to mend fences," said 
Mazza. 

If the Lord Mayor 
decides to speak either 
publicly or privately about 
the situation, he added, "I 
have no problem with 
that—I'll do whatever it 
takes to clear the air and

move forward." 

But as far as the town 
hall meetings go, the coun¬ 
cillor says he will continue 
to hold them. 

"I'm looking forward to 
the next one." 

He has booked space at 
the community centre for 
Wednesday, Sept. 12 from 7 
p.m. to 10 p.m.

Graham Mitchell was 
proud of his beautiful water¬ 
front property, and knowing 
the Town was interested in 
purchasing it, hoped to be 
able to see it used for public 
access to the lake. 

He died before that could 
be accomplished, but the 
Town completed the deal 
with his executors last March 
to buy the River Beach Road 
property for $1.2 million. 

Last week, after a closed- 
door session to discuss the 
terms, councillors agreed the 
Town should lease the house 
onthepropertyto tenants for 
three years, buying time to 
decide how to use it. 

The purchase completes 
a rectangle that begins with 
the Melville Street dock, and 
includes the historic railway 
turntable across the street 
from Mitchell's property. 

When he died and the 
property was put up for sale, 
the Town had to make a 
quick decision about acquir¬ 
ing it, says Sheldon Randall, 
director of corporate servic¬ 


es. Council agreed, without 
an opportunity to decide 
how to pay for it 

Following a closed door 
session at council last March 
26, council approved the 
purchase, suggesting "a com¬ 
munication piece" should be 
provided to the public to 
advise that council was ful¬ 
filling its strategic plan to 
secure waterfront as it 
becomes available, and to 
include how it will be 
financed. The bylaw to allow 
the purchase was passed 
immediately following that 

Councillor Jim Collard 
says the discussion about 
acquiring waterfront proper¬ 
ty has been ongoing for at 
least two decades, and was 
re-iterated during a visioning 
workshop about a year ago. 

"We have been talking all 
along about providing a pres¬ 
ence in the dock area, which 
we haven't had," said 
Collard. 

"That's why we bought 
the Mitchell property." 

Although there are no 
current plans for that prop¬ 
erty, it could be part of a 


walkway along the water, or 
the site for a future cross-lake 
ferry, he said. 

Lord Mayor Dave Eke 
agrees acquiring waterfront 
property has been a long¬ 
standing part of the vision for 
the dock area. 

A common complaint of 
residents, going back to his 
years as an alderman on 
council, has been that 
although this is Niagara-on- 
the-Lake, there is little access 
to the lake. 

The dock area plan 
encourages the Town to pur¬ 
chase waterfront property, 
and says that it should be 
"dedicated to recreational, 
cultural, marine commercial 
and parkland use and pro¬ 
vide predominant¬ 
ly public access to 
the waterfront." 

The three-year 
lease to tenants 
gives the Town 
time to decide how 
to best use the 
property, says Eke. 

Each member 
of council was 
given an opportu¬ 
nity to discuss their 


vision for the property with 
Milena Avramovic, director 
of community and develop¬ 
ment services, and there will 
be time for public input as 
well, he said. 

The consensus is for 
something that will be "quiet 
and peaceful," said Eke. 

"Now we can start to 
address the possibilities. We 
want to do it right." 

Councillor Martin Mazza 
was the only councillor to 
vote against the purchase, 
not because he is opposed to 
acquiring waterfront proper¬ 
ty, but because he didn't like 
the process, he said.

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Town to take another look at controlling cottage rentals

Recent discussions about 
cottage rentals at the Town 
have taken a different turn, 
with a reversal of an earlier 
decision to refrain from dif¬ 
ferentiating between them 
and residential homes in a 
new zoning bylaw. 

In 2010, the Town decided 
to manage cottage rentals 
through its licensing bylaw 


rather than zoning. 

This summer, several resi¬ 
dents in Old Town neigh¬ 
bourhoods have complained 
about the noise and other 
disruptions caused by visi¬ 
tors renting houses, asking 
the Town to consider them 

stop allowing them in resi¬ 
dential areas. 

Unlike bed and breakfasts, 
says Victoria Street resident 
Barbara Romanowich, the 
owners of cottage rentals do 


not live on the property, and 
there is no one to intervene 
when visitors get out of hand 
and disturb their neigh- 

Earlier this summer, she 
initiated a petition, calling on 
the town to enact stricter 
bylaws and to provide more 
rigorous enforcement of the 
bylaws and regulations per¬ 
taining to cottage rentals. 

The petition, which stands 
at about 400 signatures and 
will be presented to council 


in September, also asks that 
NOTL pass interim control 
bylaws to stop issuing new 
licences in residential areas 
and to declare existing short¬ 
term rentals to be a legal non- 
conforming use. 

After talking to people in 
many different areas of town, 
"I would say a great majority 
don't want them in their 
neighbourhood," said 
Romanowich. 

"I'm not against cottage 
rentals. I'm against them in

residential neigbourhoods." 

The turn-around in deal¬ 
ing with cottage rentals came 
after council asked planning 
staff to have a look at a recent 
Ontario Municipal Board 
decision on short-term tour¬ 
ist rentals in the town of Blue 
Mountain, near 

Collingwood. 

The OMB decision found 
short-term rentals are for rec¬ 
reational purposes, that they 
are not by definition residen¬ 
tial, that the municipality 
should distinguish between 
tourist accommodations and 
permanent dwellings, and 
that short-term rental units 
should be allocated to spe¬ 
cific areas for compatibility 

NOTL councillors have 
supported planning recom¬ 
mendations to initiate the 
process to amend the zoning 
bylaw immediately to recog¬ 
nize cottage rentals as a sepa¬ 
rate use in its bylaws, to put a 
stop to any new cottage rent¬ 
als until the zoning amend¬ 
ment process is completed, 
and to add cottage rental as a 
permitted use in the general 
commercial zone for the Old 
Town. 

The recommendation also 


suggests beginning a review 
of Official Plan policies and 
zoning bylaws to look at how 
best to deal with new and 
existing cottage rentals. 

The review will include 
input from industry repre¬ 
sentatives and residents, and 
is expected to be completed, 
with recommendations, by 
December. 

"I am thrilled, not only for 
myself but for all the home 
owners in Niagara and I am 
extremely happy that the 
Town is following up on the 
problem of cottage rentals in 
residential zones," says 
Romanowich. 

"The Town has recog¬ 
nized that cottage rental 
properties are much different 
thanbedandbreakfasthomes 
because B&B's are residential 
dwelling where a family lives 
and their very nature ensures, 
on the most part, a quiet 
dwelling." 

After reading last week's 
report, Romanowich says, "I 
know the mayor, the council¬ 
lors and the town staff will 
put in place the appropriate 
measures to protect their res¬ 
idents from commercial ven¬ 
tures in our residential

What should town do with waterfront ? 


It would seem there are several ques¬ 
tions that arise in contemplation of the 
Town's recent expenditure of $1.2 million. 

Yes, we remember that it has been often 
discussed that the town should acquire 
waterfront property, and this particular 
River Beach Road address seems like a 
natural, bordering property the Town 
already owns, and across the street from 
another piece of public property. It seems 
the right decision to jump in and purchase 
it when the opportunity arose. 

However, there were also discussions 
about putting money aside in reserves to 
purchase property, yet at the moment, 
there doesn't seem to be any plan of how 
to pay for it If it has been the intention of 
the Town for two decades to buy such 
property as it became available, why is 
there no money put aside for it? 

It also seems questionable that the 


council approved the bylaw to purchase it 
right after a closed-door meeting to dis¬ 
cuss it, without any opportunity for the 
public to hear about the decision. 

However, the public should at least 
have its say as to how the property should 
be used. It's lovely that the councillors 
have been asked for their ideas—a cross¬ 
river ferry, perhaps, or a nice little restau¬ 
rant where residents can have a quiet 
drink with one of the best views in town? A 
passive park, with a few benches? 

The reason for acquiring waterfront 
property has always been to give residents 
access to the waterfront. Hopefully all will 
keep that in mind as the discussions 
begin. 

Because visits to that stretch of property 
now might show people enjoying the 
waterfront, but not the people who are 
paying for this property.

All in existence come from the one that was grown 
from seed by a collector in Boston back in the 1700s. 


the escarpment. 

This really is an excep¬ 
tional garden, but my 
favourite part is the many 
planters on the patio. This 
is an excellent way to enjoy 
your plants up close, easy 
to keep watered etc. for 
older people like me. 

There were some quite 
exceptional plants like the 
hymenocallis, the eucomis 
(pineapple lily) the blue 
agapanthus and there is a 
chocolate summer mimosa 
tree further down the gar¬ 
den that everyone loved. 

Now we are getting to 
harvest time for our vegeta¬ 
bles and there are some 
complaints about ‘blossom 
rot’ on the tomatoes. 

This is caused by lack of 
calcium and I read a sug¬ 
gestion that dissolving 
some antacid tablets in 
water and using it to water 
the affected plants can 
help. It is worth a try. 

All the mums are appear¬ 
ing in the nurseries and are 
telling us we are getting 
into fall, and I am now very 
aware of what I was unable 
to do last spring when I see 
so many gaps with no 
colour. 

Oh well, some mums 
will do the trick.

Randy Klaassen, presi¬ 
dent of the Civil Air Rescue 
Emergency Service in 
Niagara, says since the 
arrival of digital technology, 
there aren't as many air 
searches necessary—the 
location of a transmitted 
emergency signal can often 
be pin-pointed within min- 

The local group trains 
weekly with training officer 
Terry Nord, and when they 
are called to take out then- 
own plane, or to act as civil¬ 
ian spotters for the Royal 
Canadian Air Force Search 
and Rescue Squadron out 
of CFB Trenton, in the 
Hercules aircraft that was 
on display at the airport 
Saturday, they are ready to 
do their part. 


The last time they were 
called out, Nord spent two 
days in the Cessna 182 they 
use for search and rescue, 
over the Ganaraska Forest 
near Hastings, Ont., look¬ 
ing for a plane that had 
disappeared between 
Quebec and ButtonviUe 
Airport. Klaassen was on 
stand-by. 

The wreckage was final¬ 
ly located from the sky, the 
pilot found dead, in an area 
not accessible by road. 

The Here is used for 
search and rescue opera¬ 
tions because of its ability 
to fly long distances and 
remain in the air for long 
periods of time without 
stopping for fueling. While 
it can't get as close to the 
ground as smaUer aircraft, 
when a missing plane, boat 
or person is spotted, it sends 


out a flare to mark the spot, 
and a member of the squad¬ 
ron can be parachuted into 
the area, with a raft if on 

With spotters, trained in 
scanning techniques, rotat¬ 
ing ideally every 20 min¬ 
utes, the civilian volunteers 
help boost the man-power 
of die squadron. 

The Niagara volunteer 
air search and rescue team 
has 25 active members, and 
can always use more, says 
Nord. Volunteers need to 
be in good health, and able 
to train Thursday evenings 
and one Saturday morning 
a month—they carry out 
training exercises with 
CARE's Cessna 182.
